Ghe “ Red Hand” of Ulster 


The inclusion of the Craobh Ruadh, or 
Red Branch Knights, in one of the events 
at the recent Military Tattoo recalled to 
my mind a fact which, I believe, is not 
generally known. The crest of the ‘‘ Red 
Hand” rightfully belongs to the family 
of the Macgennises, and not to the 
O’Neills, who, in fact, usurped the throne 
of Ulster. The Macgennis family were 
eldest in descent, through Connell 
Kearnoch, from the royal line of Ir. or 
the Red Branch Knights. The Irian race, 
however, was conquered and their fortunes 
shattered by an invasion of the Clan- 
Colla, and they retired into the counties 
of Antrim and Down, Ulster then being 
ruled by Clan Colla. About one hundred 
years later Eoghan O’Neill set about 
establishing his political ascendancy in 
Ulster, and he did so at the expense of 
the Clan-Colla, the former victors. The 
Macgennises, of course, regarded O'Neill 
as a usurper of the sovereignty of Ulster, 
and their bards used to declare that the 
"Red Hand of Ulster was derived from 
the heroes of the Red Branch. and. there- 
fore, it belongs by right tothe Macgennises, 


who come from the greatest of these 
heroes.”’ 


Ghe Louth Hounds

the 26th. Generally the Louths are first 
away each season, and this time they are 
looking forward to a really good season’s 
sport.

“When I met Mr. Sean ObUaidhaigh |

THE DODDER’S PAST

ITS BRIDGES, MILLS AND 
RELIGIOUS HOUSES 


The history of the River Dodder since the 
pre-Christian era, with interesting reference 
to its bridges, and the noted industries and 
residences associated with it, was the subject 
of a lecture given last night by Mr. J. 
O’Hegarty, B.A., under the title, ‘* The 
Dodder Valley,” to the members of the Old 
Dublin Society. 

Mr, O’Hegarty told a large audience that 
owing to the turbulent nature of the Dodder 
no less than seventeen bridges had been 
destroyed by it since 1650. he bridge at 
Donnybrook erected in 1647, and built to 


stand for fourteen years, lasted only six 
months. The present bridge there was built 
in 1832. 


Un the other hand, this same turbulency 
was responsible for the working of at least 
twenty-three mills, which flourished since that 
time. Several religious houses of the past 
and present which sprang up on the river's 
banks were mentioned by the lecturer, includ- 
ing the House of Studies at Tallaght, Kili- 
ninny and Killenarden. Situated somewhere 
on the Dodder’s banks was the famous 
Brughan da Derga, in the burning down of 
which, before the Christian era, King Conaire 
Mhor lost his hfe. The banks of the Dodder 
and the river itself were the seenes of many 
exploits of the Fianna.

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AMERICAN ARTIST 
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|MR. F. C. SHRADY’S PAINTINGS 


A young. American painter, who has come 
from Paris to spend some time in Ireland 
has ventured on a one-man show of some ol 
his work. He has hung 39 pictures and some 
drawings on the walls of the Daniel Egan 
Gallery, St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, which 
were on view for a first time yesterday. This 
artist, Frederick C. Shrady, is son of a well- 
known American sculptor, Henry Mervin 
Shrady, whose work was praised yesterday

Mr. Shrady has been busy while in Ireland 
at landscape work, chiefly in Wicklow scenes, 
and has sen iven much time to portraiture.

Tf a large alcohol output was at all 
practicable, even at the expense of moderate 
financial assistance from public funds, or 
otherwise, it would bring into cultivation a 

ge area of land, with resulting benefit to 
the farming community in direct cash pay- 
ments and in by-products for feeding stock. 
It would increase employment, and reduce to 
some extent the dependence of the country 
on supplies of foreign petrol. 

At present the Free State is virtually de- 
pendent on outside sources for its require- 
ments of liquid fuels. The intports of 
petrol, now in the neighbourhood of 40 
million gallons per annum, have a steady up- 
ward tendency, and, in addition, some 
million gallo.s ef petroleum oils, other than 
lubricants, are imported annually. 

The maximum amount of etme capable 


of blending without introducing difficulties is 
im or about 25 per cent. If, however (bear- 
ing in mind the difference in price between 
the blend and pure etre!) a ten per cent. 
infusion is assumed, it will be seen that, on 


the basis of existing imports, a potential 
home market for some four million gallons 
of indusrial alcohol. could thus be created as 
a substitute for petrol alone. To supply 


this over 20,000 acres of potatoes would be 
required annually. 


EXPERIMENTAL 


The industry, however, is entirely new 
to the country, and the question of how 
far it can usefully be introduced into our 
economic system can only be decided in the 
light of practical experience in its opera- 
tion, the general effect on . agriculture, on 
the motor car industry, and a number of 
other factors. For the present, therefore, 
the spirit can be produced only on an experi- 
mental basis. 

It has been decided, on the advice of ex- 
perts, to limit the operations for experimen- 
tal’ purposes ut present to five distilleries. 
The aggregate capacity of the distilleries will 
be about 660,000 gallons. Difficulties, such 
as suilable sites, and the proximity of water 
supplies, etc., have been overcome, and plans 
are being pressed forward for the erection of 
the bui’éimgs and the installation of the plant 
and ecuipment. 


CLONMEL TEACHER’S 

DEATH | 

———— 

WIDOW'S EVIDENCE 
AT INQUEST 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
CLONMEL, Monday. 


"At the inquest which was held to-day on 
the body of John Somers (56), of Sarsfield 
street, Clonmel, whose body was found hang- 
ing from the banisters of his home yesterday 
with a rope tied around his neck, Mrs. 
Somers, widow, told how shortly after return- 
ing home from Mass she was -told by her 
daughter, who had gone upstairs, that.“ there 
is something wrong with daddy. He is stand- 


“ing on the stairs and is looking very bad. 


J think he is dead.’’ 

Witness said that was nonsense, and going 
out on the stairs called out to her husband: 
“ What on earth are you doing trying to 
take a rise out of people?” There was no 
answer, and on pioceeding up another few 
steps witness saw the body of her husband 
standing, as she thought, against the corner 
of the banisters. Witness added that her 
husband, who was a teacher at the Industrial 
School, Ferrybank, had been in ill-health for 
some time past. Since he had an attack of 
influenza about eight weeks before he had 
been very depressed and nervous, but had 
never threatened to do himself any injury.

FREE STATE’S 
PROSPECTS 


PLACE IN ENGLISH 
MARKET 


———— 


HE Irish Free State meal yi, mina. vat 
| in the Dhperial Economic Committee's 
latest publication, a world survey of 
the production of and trade in mutton and 
lamb, the Free State being one of the few 
countries from which, over many years, a 
large export ‘trade in sheep and lambs ‘on 
the hoof’’ has been maintained.* The Irish 
Free State’s export trade remained verv 
stable until 1932, since when there has been 
a reduction. ‘The outstanding feature of in- 
ternational trade in mutton and lamb is the 
extent to which it is direced to one market— 
the United Kingdom. That country took in 
1934 over 96 per cent, of the supplies enter- 
ing world trade. Five countries in the 
Southern hemisphere supplied 98 per cent. of 
the total world trada. 


SHEEP NUMBERS FALLING 


Sheep numbers in the principal mutton and 
lamb importing and exporting countries have 
fallen since 1 from 369 million. head to 
345 million head, a fall of 7 per cent. Num- 
bers are, however, still 35 million head more 
than in 1925, and 18 million head more than 
in i913. The fall since 1930 has. been due 


to heavy losses in the t year or two, 
mainly from drought, in the Union of South 
Afica, the United States of America and 
Uruguay. 


MORE MUTTON AND LAMB 


principal importing and exporting countries 
aggtegated about 4,642,000 tons á 1934, an 
increase of per cent. over the 1924 total 
of 1,281,000 tons. In 1934 British Empire 
countries accounted íor nearly 59 per cent. 
of the total output, as against 55 per cent. 
of the much smaller total in 1924. In recent 
years Great Britain, Australia, New Zealand 
and, among foreign countries, the United 
States of America, have together been mainly 
responsible for the expanding aggregate pro- 
duction. although production in most other 


countries has also risen somewhat. 


HIGH VOLUME OF TRADE 


Exports of mutton and lamb, which are 
shipped almost. entirely in the frozen form, 
amounted to 330,000 tons in 1934, a fall of 
only 48,000 tons, or 15 per cent., from the 
record level reached in 1951. They were 
71,000 tons, or 28 per cent., greater than 
the annual average of the pre-war guin: 
quennium, 1909-13, and 64 tons, or 24 
per cent., more than in 1924. 
Nearly 334,000 tons of mutton and lamb 
were imported into the United Kingdom. in 
1934, Her imports in that year were, how 
ever, 29,000 tons less than in the peak year, 
1931; but 70,000 tons more than in the pre- 
war anama and 76,000 tons more than 
in : 


LAMB V. MUTTON 


Lamb has largely displaced mutton in in- 
ternational trade since 1924. In that year. 
lamb formed about half of the total mutton 
and lamb entering world trade; in 1934, 
lamb formed about three-quarters of an ap 
preciably greater volume of trade, The 
change hes been caused by the increased 
demand for lamb in Great Britain, ' 
More mutton and lamb is consumed in 
Great Britain than before the war or a decade 
ago. The estimated total supplies consumed 
increased steadily from 474,000 tons im 
1923-24 to a peak of 673,000 tons in 1932-33; 
but fell by 42,000 tons in the following two 
years. The pre-war quinquennial average was 
562,000 tons. Home production increased 
between 1923-24 and 1927-28 from 204,000 
tons to 273,000 tons, then fell off 
to 229000 tons in 1930-31,. when 
the downward movement was checked ; 
a steady rise to 310,000 tons in 1933-34 fol- 
lowed. but a fall to 262,000 tons occurred in 
1934-35. These figures compare with the pre- 
war average of 277,000 tons. Imported sup- 
plies, which averaged 285,000 tons in the 
mower quinquennium, rose in 1934-35 to 
i tons. er caput consumption has 
risen considerably. It was 24lb. in 1923-24, 
rising to the peak of 33lb. in 1932-33, and 
then falling to 31lb. in 1934-35. The pre-war 
quinguennial average of 3llb. was first 
equalled in the post-war era in 1931-32. 
A substantial trade in sheep “on the hoof"’ 
supplements the mutton and lamb trade. It 
is mainly a trans-frontier trade between weii- 
defined groups of adjoining countries in 
Europe and elsewhere, though large numbers 
are shipped for slaughter from freland t> 
Great Britain and from Algeria to France. 
In 1934 about 3.8 million sheep and lambs 
entered international trade, or 13 per cent. 
less than in the k year, 1930. 
Imports into Great Britain from Ireland 
have fallen considerably since 1931, when 
they amounted to 673,000 head. Only 496,000 
head were imported from Ireland in 1934, 
None of the other leading British Empire 
sheep-rearing countries has a significant trade 
in sheep; what ll trade there is is in 
sheep for breeding. purposes. 
In 1934 mutton prices were, on an average, 
about 25 per cent. higher than in the year 
of depression, 1932, and lamb prices about 
15 per cent; -higher“-On the-whole, mutton 
and lamb prices have resisted the general 
post-war fall in prices rather better than the 
majority of agricultural products, and even 
commodities in general. 


PROSPECTS 


As the United Kingdom constitutes, for all 
practical purposes, the sole outlet for the 
world’s surplus mutton and lamb supplies, 
her policy in regard to her meat imports in 
the near future is of the greatest importance 
to overseas producers. le inauguration of 
quantitative regulation of meat imports 
into the United Kingdom in January, 
1955, put an end to her implied 
unlimited capacity for absorbing the 
surplus of other countries. Nevertheless, her 
imports of mutton and lamb remain not very 
much below the level of 1931, the peak year, 
chiefly because of the recent expansion in 
shipments from Australia. 

Potential world production of mutton and 
lamb is as great as ever, so that, save in the 
isailieif event of a marked and immediate 
development in domestic consumption in the 
principal mutton and Jamb exporting 
countries, the pressure of overseas supplies 
on the United Kingdom market after 1936, 
when the existing import arrangements come 
to an end, will probably continue not very far 
below the level of recent years. 


BEEF AND VEAL DOWN 


demand for mutton and lamb has risen con- 
siderably in Great Britain in recent years, in 
part offsetting a decline in the consumption 
of beef and veal, and the demand for frozen 
mutton and lamb is likely to continue at a 
relatively high level. Such an outlet for 
mutton and lamb should constitute a rela- 
tively stabilising factor in the international 
market for meat. . 

Much depends upon the world demand for 
wool, in which Australia and Argentina, 
among the leading mutton and lamb export- 
ing countries, are particularly interested. 
This demand is closely bound up with the 
general industrial situation, and an improve- 
ment in that sphere will materially assist 
sheep-rearers—directly where wool sheep are 
concerned and. indirectly as regards mutton 
sheep—and vite versa,

CLARE COMMITTEE'S 
ALLEGATION

ENNIS, Monday. 


A complaint that old cows bought at a 
cheap price in Clare were transferred to Kerry 
and then sold at the sch price for the 
use of. the Roserea, Meat Fattory, was. made 
at the monthly meeting of the Clare Com- 
mittee of Agticultiite,” Me. James Shannon 
(Chairman) presiding. "A letter was read from 
the Department of Agriculture stating that 
the scheme for the purchase of old uneconomic 
cows had been inaugurated and put into 
operation in Kerry and that portion of Co. 
Cork comprised in the Berehaven Peninsula. 
When these areas had been dealt with other 
areas, including Clare, would be taken up in 
rotatfon. 

Mr. J. Melody said that -old cows" were 
being smuggled from Clare to the scheduled 
areas, and if allowed to continue the supply 
from such areas would never run short. 

Mr, Sean Hayes said that the people were 
again being exploited by “the smart chaps 
who bought the cows for five or ten shillings, 
transferred them to Kerry, and sold them for 
£2 10s. to the Roscrea factory. He knew 
that in a number of cases occupiers of land 
had been paid a certain sum per head to keep 
old cows on the grass until the market was 
open for them. The sooner remedial measures 
were applied the better, so that every county 
would get an even break. 

Mr. J. Lynch said that from now on the 
old cows would reduce in weight, and now 
was the time for the Department to send their 
buyers to Clare for such cows. . 

Mr. Brady, Chairman of the County 
Council, pointed ont that the intention of the 
scheme wag to relieve the counties hit hardest 
by the economic war. Clare, therefore, had a 
jast claim to priority after Kerry had been 
disposed of, 

On the motion of Mr, Hayes, seconded by 
Mr. Brady, a resolution was adopted unani- 
mously stating that the scheme as now 
operated was unfair to Clare, ‘as we know 
that cows can be purchased in this county at 
a very small price, and conveyed by the pur- 
chaser into a scheduled area where he can 
qualify to receive the fixed price.” 

It was recommended that the price fixed 
should be received by the seller, no matter 
what county he may be located in,

The Corporation adopted a recommendation 
by the General Purposes Committee that s 
retaining fee of £350 per annum should be 
levied upon the County Council, in addition 
to the ordinary charges for attendance of the 
fire brigade in the South County Dublin area. 
The Borough Manager had reported to the 
Committee that the Borough brigade and 
ambulance are at present serving an extensive 
area of South County Dublin. 

The Committee's recommendation that the 
brigade should not attend any fires occurring 
outside the area now normally served was 
also. adopted. 

There was a considerable discussion upon 
these recommendations, and it was -stated 
that ‘the brigade some time ago gave its 
services in Wicklow in response to an urgent 
call from prominent citizens and the police 
there, payment being promised: So far, 
however, the claim for payment had not been 
met. The brigade personnel costs £3,500 
per annum, and the upkeep of the two £1,800 
engines and the ambulance has also to be 
met by the Borough rates. 

The Chairman spoke of the risk of two 
fires, occurring in the Borough while one 
engine with its crew might be outside their 
area: It might be necessary to consider in- 
creasing the brigade staff. |

“Nothing to Offet” 


President de Valera left Dublin again 
last evening, en route for Geneva, where he 
will attend the all-important meeting of 
the Assembly of the League of Nations 
to-morrow. The people of the Free State, 
without distinction of party or class, have 
welcomed his attitude in regard: to the 


} Italo-Ethiopian dispute, and have admired 
} the qualities of statesmanship which he 


has displayed in dealing with the affairs 
of other nations. We feel that the time 
has come, however, to remind the Presi- 
dent, and the other members of the Free 
State Government, that they also owe a 
duty to their own nation. For more than 
three years now the Irish Free State has 
been engaged in an economic war against 
Great Britain. President de Valera him- 
self has admitted that he fired the first 
shot in this most stupid of al! conflicts ; 
and even when it is admitted that the 
penal tariffs were imposed against the 
Free State by the British Government, 
the fact remains that they were the result 
of a deliberate challenge from Mr. de 
Valera. The effects of the economic war 
are apparent on every hand. In spite of 
a most highly complicated system of 
export bounties and subsidies, the Free 
State farmers are being reduced, slowly, 
but steadily, to a condition of penury. At 
a time when economic conditions in Great 
Britain are. improving, when purchasing 
power is increasing, and the demand for 
good food is showing an equivalent rise, 
the Irish producers are estopped from the 
export of their surplus live stock and 
dairy produce. The British Government 
is losing nothing. It is recouping itself 
for the loss of the land annuities by means 
of the tariffs, which are being paid to the 
last farthing by the Irish farmers; and 
the Free State Government has placed 
itself in the invidious position of the man 
who cut off his nose in order to spite his 
face. The Saorstdt has been losing the 
economic war all along the line, and its 
losses are more than likely to continue. 
The longer the struggle lasts the greater 
its sacrifices are bound to be; and the 
mere fact that such a quarrel should be 
in progress at a time when half the world 
is on the brink of disaster is a sorry com- 
mentary on the degree of statesmanship 
which the Free State's rulers have been 
able to muster in the conduct of their 
domestic affairs. 

It is very clear that the present condi- 
tion of affairs cannot continue indefinitely. 
Sooner or later there must be what the 
Americans term a ‘‘ show-down ”’ between 
Dublin and London. Everybody must 
admit that the political relations between 
Britain and the Free State are just as 


unsatislactory as their economic relations ; 


for the people of this country are com- 
pletely bewildered in regard to their 
status. They are neither Dominion flesh 


nor Republican fish, and even the red. 


herring of Document Number 2 is continu- 
ing to elude them. Since the economic 
war began President de Valera has been 
whittling away the Constitution, in order 
to remove from it the last traces of con- 
nection with the British Commonwealth. 
He boasted at Ennis on Sunday that he 
had achieved. much in this direction, and 
that he proposed to move steadily forward 


along the road which he had chosen. 


What, precisely, is that road? Whither is 
he leading our bemused and despairing 


people? Surely the time has come when 


he ought to make a definite pronounce- 
ment on this most important of all 
problems. He told his audience in Ennis 
that he had nothing to offer tho British 
Government, He would be grateful if it 
would raise the penal tariffs, make the 


Free State a present of the land annuities, 
and hand back the ports which the Royal 
Navy occupies under the provisions of the 


Anglo-Irish Treaty ; but he would con- 
tinue, even in these circumstances, to 
agitate agaist partition. In short, 


President de Valera's attitude, as exempli- 


fied in his Ennis speech, seems to be that 
he will make peace with Great Britain if 
His Majesty's Government concedes a 
thirty-two-county Republic, and that after- 
wards he will be willing to consider a 
modus vivendi which will take account of 
certain common interests of economics and 
defence between the two islands. Unless 
we have misread his speech completely, 


the President is back in the position which . 
he occupied in January, 1922, when he’ 


voted against the Treaty and created the 
crisis that led to the civil war. It seems 


as if his mind has lost nothing of.

Even if this 
country were an isolated Republic, it still 
would fall under the influence of its more 
powerful neighbour, and the imaginary 
advantages of that status would be exposed 
very quickly in time of war. Inside the 
British Commonwealthwhether the asso- 
ciation be internal or external; for it is 
merely a matter of words—the Free State 
can play a not unimportant part in world 
affairs, and eventually attract the six 
counties into its political orbit. Outside 
the Commonwealth it can have little 
prospects except the “ frugal comfort ” of 
seventeenth century conditions; and the 
North will be lost for ever.

The Catalan Problem 


On Sunday the first anniversary of the 
tragic and fateful revolt in Catalonia was 
celebrated in Spain. Although more than 
one party had made its preparations to 
observe the day in a manner calculated 
to renew bitterness and provoke strife, 
there were no serious disturbances. The 
Catalonians themselves may fee] thankful 
that the occasion passed as peacefully as 
it did; for any fresh outbreak of disorder 
might have delayed, if not put a stop to, 
the slow return of the province to normal 


life. On few occasions in recent history 


have the hopes of a people suffered a.more 
disastrous set-back than that which the 
cause of Catalan separatism has suffered 
through the revolt of October, 1934. When 
Sefior Companys became President at the 
beginning of that year it seemed that the 
end of the old struggle was in sight. 
Catalonia had been granted a Statute 
which gave her a Parliament and the 
freedom to shape her political future as 
she chose. There were, indeed, reserva- 
tions, and the Central Government of 
Spain still kept in its hands powers which 
the separatists wished to diminish; but 
statutes and treaties are things which may 
be adjusted. The political thinkers of 
Barcelona were not slow to see in the 
position a resemblance to the relations 
between Britain and the Free State, and 
the dealings of Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. de 
Valera with the Anglo-Irish Treaty have 
been marked there with no small interest. 
Suddenly, however, all hopes of progress 
of the kind which the Irish leaders have 
made familiar were shattered by an out- 
burst of party strife, which was to lead 
to civil war and to a destruction of the 
liberties already secured. The parties of 
the Right, to some extent royalist in 
sympathy, approached the Central Govern- 
ment with a complaint against the Catalan 
Parliament’s land legislation, and obtained 
a decree that certain laws by which estates 
had been divided were unconstitutional. 
To deprive the Parliament of the right to 
legislate in land matters was, in Cata- 
lonian eyes, to make havoc of the Statute 
of autonomy, and the conflicts with 
Madrid which began with this decree led 
to a rising when the new Spanish Ministry 
was formed at the beginning of October 
with a majority hostile to Catalan aspira- 
tions. With the suppression of the revolt 
the Province lost almost everything that 
is had gained A military Government 
took charge in Barcelona, and the Statute 
was suspended. . Although these and other 
measures then taken were declared. to- be 
of only temporary duration, the end of 
the first year after the revolt sees many 
of them still in operation, The Governor- 
General, however, has announced that the 
Press censorship now will be relaxed, and 
that the parties of the Left will be allowed 
a measure of freedom in the expression of 
political views. The withdrawal of the 
military from police duties is another step 
which must help to restore tranquillity. 
To a great extent the future of Spain now 
depends upon the treatment which Cata- 
lonia Teceives, If wisdom and clemency 
are shown, the Province may become a 
source of abiding strength to the Republic. 
If harshness and oppression are used, the 
Central Government will lay up for itself 
a heritage of trouble and bloodshed.

A Disappearing Market 


Since the economic war began Mr. 
de Valera has ben able to re- 
assure his supporters that the fall in 
exports of live-stock to Great Britain 
would have been inevitable in any case. 
Perhaps, indeed, the imposition of penal 
tariffs might have some connection with 
the farmer’s inability to sell his beasts, 
but comfort could be drawn from the fact 
that the market was bound to diminish 
even in normal circumstances, and that a 
settlement of the dispute would restore 
only a fraction of the lost trade. This 
argument, as it applies to sheep exports, is 
contradicted by a report which has just 
been published. by the Imperial Economic 
Committee, The market for sheep is 
virtually confined to Great Britain— 
which takes 96 per cent. of the exports 
from all parts of the world—and it is by 
no means disappearing. Imports rose 
steadily until 1931, when a record high 


| level was reached. ‘I'he Free State would 


have been bound to share in the depres- 
sion which has caused a general fall in 
imports since then, but there is no reason 
for believing that the fall in her ship- 
ments would have been more than tem- 
porary. At the moment, Great Britain’s 
imports of mutton and lamb are increasing 


again. The total for 1934 is not very | y 


much below the 1931 figure, and it is far 
above the total for the average pre-War 
year. The pre-War average was 277,000 
tous a year, but for last year the total 
was 569,000 tons, and the import figures 
are a reflection of the great increase in 
the consumption of meat in Great Britain. 
Frozen meat forms a large percentage of 
the imperts, but the Free State maintained 
a large trade in sheep and lambs “ on the 
hoof.”” The effects of the ‘ economic 
war ’’ on that trade can be judged by the 
fact that, while the imports from all 


countries have fallen by only 7 per cent. 


since 1950, the imports from the Free State 
have suffered much more severely, and 
have fallen from 673,000 head in 1931 to

In a leading article The Times observes 
to-day :— Without distinction of party, the 
country remains deeply concerned at the 
state of the distressed areas. Month after 
month and year after year goes by and 
the underlying cause of the distress is 
inappreciably mitigated. Salvage work 
goes on. Men and women and boys and 
girls by the thousand are being rescued 
from a desolation of idleness, and the 
rising level of prosperity this year has 
even lapped the edges of frozen pools of 
labour an stiff with idleness. But there 
is no substantial increase of employment 
in the distressed areas themselves, and 
they are lapsing into a duller and deadlier 
hopelessness. "The failure to find a way, 
or ways, of restoring the vitality of the 
areas, and of the communities which lan- 
guish in them, is a burden on the mind 
and conscience of their fellow-citizens. To 
politicians. and political parties the dis- 
tressed areas. are a perplexity and a peril. 

There is much, adds The Times, that the 
Central Government can do directly, or 
through Commissioners, that has not been 
done, for the recovery of the stricken 
areas, Mr. Muirhead quite rightly re- 
minded the Union Conference that when 
the Government took office a little more 
than fod& years ago the financial and 
industrial position of the whole country 
was in jeopardy. There has been in the 
short interval a remarkable revival of in- 
dustry under the Government’s fostering 
care, which has, at any rate, made possible 
the transfer of a great many individuals 
to employment in other parts of the 
country. But; on the whole, the revival 
of national prosperity has made little 
difference to the distressed areas; it has 
not added appreciably to the employment 
available there.

Plans of Campaign 


In military circles the opinion is ex- 
ressed that the Abyssinian armies have 
e better than might have been expected 
against the modern arms of the Italians. 


| Serious Abyssinian opposition scarcely can 


be expected until the Italian armies enter 
the mountains, where tanks and heavy 
artillery will not be of great use and the 
rival armies will be more equally matched, 
although even there the aeroplane will give 
Italy an advantage. Any rapid advance 
by the Italians is unlikely, as their 
success will depend upon ability to 
establish themselves as they proceed. It 
is thought from present indications that 
the Adowa line of advance will be the 
main one, and that the Italian armies to 
the south will be immobile and keep large 
Abyssinian forces engaged. 


Italy's Debt to Britain 


Italy’s indebtedness to this country has 
become a matter of interest in the com- 
mercial world. It seems that. outstanding 
Italian debts to Great Britain under the 
trade agreement between the two nations 
signed six months ago now amount to 
more than two million pounds during the 
period of the agreement s operation. Italy 
purchased from Great Britain goods valued 
at four million pounds, and has trans- 
ferred remittances covering only half of 
this amount. It is not surprising that 
this financial position causes anxiety in 
British official, industrial, and commercial 
quarters, and steps will be taken before 
long to draw the attention of the Italian 
Government to the increase in debt. 


America’s Arms Ban 


The proclamation issued by President 
Roosevelt placing an embargo on the 


jexport of munitions to the belligerent 


countries has been put into force 
promptly. It is a comprehensive ban on 
munitions and implements of war, and 
will have the effect of closing the United 
States as a source of supply. It will be 
felt particularly with regard to aeroplanes, 
aircraft engines, machine guns and am- 
munition. It is noted, however, that the 
embargo. applies to manufactured pro- 
ducts, and does not apply to materials 
capable of being used for the production of 
munitions. An extension of the ban to 
raw materials is a matter which wil] 
receive attention, and the inclusion of 
certain chemicals and metals, particularly 
nickel and copper, is regarded as probable 
should it appear that exports of those 
materials from the United States are being 
employed in the manufacture of munitions. 


A General Election Urged 


The prospect of a general election in the 
course of the next few weeks grows 
stronger, as an increasing number oí 
members of the Cabinet take the view that 
it has become a necessity and are urging 
Mr. Baldwin to agree. Hitherto he has 
wished to wait until next year, but>it is 
said now that he is in sympathy with the 
reasons put forward by his friends for an 
early election. The suggestion is made 
that an election has become netessary 
owing to the urgerit need for rearming and 
the desirability that a rearmament policy 
should have the backing of the electorate. 
The Italo-Abyssinian situation is another 
matter on which it is thought that the 
country should have an opportunity to 
express its opinion. A definite decision 
may be taken at the Cabinet meeting on 
Wednesday, when the position will be re- 
viewed in detail. The headquarters of the 
Government parties have been warned to 
have all machinery ready for action at 
short notice.

MUSSOLINIS DELEGATE BLAMES ABYSSINIA . 


From Revter’s CorresPonpeENt. 
GENEVA, Monday. 


The first speaker at the public meeting 
of the League Council this evening was 
Baron Aloisi. He began by saying that 
the Italian Government must make the 
most formal reserve—not only because of 
the lack of precision which marked the 
report, but also because of the evpressions 
of opinion which it contained. 

He complained that the report did not 
take full account of Italy’s complaints 
against Abyssinia and that it overlooked 
one of the essential points of the dispute— 
namely, the state of persistent aggression 
which had compelled Italy to take 
legitimate steps for her own defence, 
which neither the existing pact nor any 
international instrument had ever limited. 

Baron Aloisi vigorously condemned 
Abyssinia’s attitude, complaining that she

had deliberately armed, while the Italian 
colonies had remained defenceless, 
Abyssinia, he declared, could not be 
placed on the same footing as other 
civilised nations belonging to the League. 
Finally,~ Baron Aloisi denied that 
Abyssinia had really sought for a pacific 
settlement throughout the dispute. 


“NO VIOLATION ” 


As regards the recommendations of the 
Committee of Thirteen, he declared— 
“ The Italian Government feels it has in 
no manner violated the Covenant by tak- 
ing the necessary measures for the defence 
of Italian colonies in a manner neces- 
sitated by circumstances which were 
created by the mistakes of others.” 

The Italian delegation’ handed in a long 
memorandum replying to the report of the 
Committee of Thirteen. 

M. Tekle Hawariat, the Abyssinian 
delegate, followed. He declared the 
Abyssinian Government was in complete 
agreement with the report of the Com- 
mittee of Thirteen in its exposition of the 
origin of the dispute and the juridical 
thesis which the Committee drew from 
them. 

The Abyssinian Government welcomed 
many passages in the report, and noted 
with the greatest satisfaction that it 
approved the juridical position taken up 
by Abyssinia throughout. 

The conclusion which the A >yssinian 
Government drew from the report was that 
no form of Protectorate, domination or 
mandate could ever be imposed on 
Abyssinia without her free consent and 
except at her own request. : 

The Abyssinian delegate also replied to 
Italy’s allegations about frontier raids and 
the slave trade in Abyssinia.

THE SPIRIT 


The question put by Your Excellency 
has been examined by my Government 
with the same _ prqoccupation which 
inspires His Majesty’s Government, that 
of ensuring conformity with the general 
spirit of that instrument, with a view to 
determining that interpretation thereof 
which may be the most appropriate for 
securing effective guarantees of collective 
solidarity. 

The proposal of the British Government, 
if given a wide application, fills in very 
opportunely a gap in the system of 
** collective security ’’ to which our two 
Governments are firmly attached. In the 
interests of clearness, it is necessary to 
define the conditions in which the proposed 
undertaking will be applied. | 

The obligation of assistance which is 
contemplated, binding the two Govern- 
ments, must be reciprocal—that is to say, 
it must bind Great Britain with regard to 
France as much as France with regard to 
Moreover, it would be 
difficult to imagine that a State might, 
or might not, be regarded as having been 
attacked according to whether the attacks 
occurred on land, by sea or in the air. 
The undertaking of assistance must,

Mr, ra mu a stated that the Depart- 
ment’s attitude was that they were 
to allow the plaintiff the expenses allowed 
by the Income Tax Authorities. 
Mr. Costello said that the plaintiff could 
not get the necessary certificate from the 
Income Tax Authorities for the previous 
years, as he was not assessable for income 
tax; consequently the Department of Defence
